1. Read Philippians 3:10. In that verse, Paul talks about “the fellowship of his 
sufferings.”

How does 
Philippians 3:10 relate to Colossians 1:24? 


2. Colossians 1:26 speaks of a hidden mystery that has been revealed to us. 
Verse 27 explains the mystery: “Christ in you, the hope of glory.” How would 
Christ be a mystery from Gentiles (non-Israelites) for so long? Now that Christ 
has come to the Gentiles, what does this say about the extent of God’s plan? 


3. In Colossians 1:28, Paul talks about the importance of telling people about 
Christ. According to this verse, what is the reason for proclaiming Christ? If 
someone claiming to be a Christian refuses to be instructed about Christ, how 
will that person’s maturity be affected? 


4. The apostle Paul gave himself for the purpose of proclaiming Christ. Read 1 
Corinthians 5:10. What was it that gave Paul the strength to work so hard for 
the cause of Christ? Is the source of Paul’s strength available to us? What 
must we do to avail ourselves to it?
